UPDATE: In reviewing Meals sales totals previously recorded in the “Other” category of this report, it was
determined that the receipts for a number of businesses could now be correctly allocated to the Meals totals for
their respective towns and counties. As a result of this change, some towns and counties may notice increases in
their reported receipts. This change affects all Meals and Rooms Statistics Reports issued after March 17, 2014.
This is a reporting change only, and has no impact on actual receipts for towns and counties.

Report Notes:

(1) Information pertaining to fewer than ten accounts has been suppressed to protect confidentiality of taxpayer information.
Suppressed information is noted by "*".

(2) "Other" as a county name represents businesses with no fixed location within Vermont and businesses such as grocery
and convenience stores reporting for multiple locations.

(3) Reports for quarterly or annual periods include Information for Monthly and Quarterly filers.

(4) Previous period figures reflect current status of returns and may not match previously published statistics.

(5) 75 and 180 Day figures reflect returns posted within that time frame after close of the reporting period.

(6) Because of overlapping definitions for county and RMO summaries, Weston is reported with Windham County instead of Windsor County.
